Board was held on Friday, July 5th. 
and some very interesting discussions 
took place,

The Board proposed to set up local 
committees in each township and give 
these individuals as complete a sum 
mary of information as possible so 
that they can organize their respective 
townships. This disease is so rampant 
in many parts of our municipality that 
heavy losses in calves have been ex- 
perienced by breeders. If you are sel- 
ected by the board to act on this com- 
mittee please do so with intent, as it is 
very necessary that you get a complete 
survey of your district. 

There are several reasons why this 
request has been made and these are 
as follows; First, there is the financial 
loss when calves are born dead. Sec- 
ondly the milk from such animals is 
not fit for human consumption as the 
individuals consuming such milk are 
liable to Undulant Fever. This fever 
may effect a person for a period of 
from three to five years. Thirdly if 
we can get 500 calves for vaccination 
in this municipality the Provincial 
Department will send a qualified Vet- 
erinarian to do the vaccination. There 
is a saving in this regard as you will 
see from the list of normal prices 
charged when this work is done on 
individual herds. Ten head or less, 75 
cents per head. 10-25 the cost is 60c 
head. 25-50 the cost is per 
head. 50-75 the cost 40c per head. 75- 
100 the cost is 80e per head. 100 and 
up the cost is 25 cents per head. In 
addition there is a charge of Se per 
mile for travelling. 

The committee appointed by the 
board for each township will be auth- 
orized to have calves collected at cen- 
tral points to make it convenient for 
the personnel doing the vaccination. 
Preference should be given where a 
chute and squeeze is available.

There is no cure for Contagious Ab- 
ortion or Bang’s Disease but heifer 
calves that are retained for breeding 
purposes can be vaccinated, with al- 
most perfect immunization. The 
“Cross Bros” have vaccinated for a 
number of years and this spring they 
had their first crop of calves from 
heifers vaccinated three years ago. 
They report a 100% calf crop from all 
pure-bred heifers and in the range 
herd no losses have been seen from 
this disease. Since it has been profit- 
able for such men to vaccinate to pre- 
vent the spread of this disease it is 
much more important that we as in- 
dividual farmers vaccinate our heifer 
calves and when they freshen we can 
market our unvaccinated cows at the 
packing plants. Please do not sell a 
diseased cow to your neighbor or you 
will be giving his other cows Contag- 
ious Abortion. 

The germ of Contagious Abortion 
has been isolated by Dr. Bangs. Some 
of the live germs have been incorporat- 
ed into a serum or vaccine. This is 
why the waccination must be done by 
a qualified veterinarian. The vaccine 
is supplied free by the Dominion 
Health of Animals Branch but only to 
Veterinarians. Vaccination is done 
twice a year, November and May.—

Les Campbell Collides 
On Highway 


Travelling to Calgary early on Mon- 
day morning, Leslie and Mrs Campbell 
of Strathmore were quite badly injured 
when the truck in which they were 
driving collided with a gasoline truck 
travelling east. 

About six miles west of town on the 
main highway, Mr Campbell and the 
gas truck were in collision as they 
swung to pass and at the same time 
clear a Department of Public Works 
truck parked at the roadside. Mr. 
Campbell reported to the R.C.M.P who 
investigated that his steering mechan- 
ism seemed to lock. and his truck was 
thrown directly into the path of the 
oil truck 

The Campbell truck was thrown to 
the other side of the road, and the 
tanker after turning over, came to 
rest upside down, with part of the tank 
resting on the farm truck. Gasoline 
spurted from several holes ripped in 
the seams and metal. 

Mr. Campbell was reported by hos- 
pital to have sustained skull and knee- 
cap injuries, while Mrs. Campbell 
seems only to have a facial fracture, 
though it was first thought she might 
be suffering internal injuries as well. 
Their small daughter was also taken 
to hospital for observation, The driver 
of the oil truck, L. Hobey, of Leth- 
bridge, was thought to have sustained 
some broken ribs, but a check at the 
hospital revealed no injuries, and he 
was later released.

This will tell 
when it is the best time to move or 
prune. Certain perennials such as 


peonies and iris, for instance, are best 
moved in September, others should 
not be shifted until August, and some 
in late fall or early spring. As a gen- 
eral rule those shrubs that bloom early 
should not be pruned until after the 
blooming is over. The late bloomers 
are trimmed in early spring. 

Nearly all perennials, and especially 
iris, delphiniums and other kinds that 
tend to spread out and die in the cen- 
tre, benefit from division and moving 
about three or four years. A 
sharp spade is necessary for both jobs 
and care should be exercised to make 
sure that these are planted no more 
deeply than before. Iris, for instance, 
are liable to rot if set in the soil too 
deeply nd peonies may cease blooming 
if given the same treatment. 

Tender Vegetables 

The real secret of tender, crisp veg- 
etables is quick, unchecked growth. 
Beets, carrots, beans, celery and sim- 
ilar things without stringiness or 
tough cores come from gardens where 
growth has been hurried along, un- 
checked by weeds or other neglect. 
By keeping the soil well cultivated 
zuick growth can be developed almost 
regardless of dry weather. Experienc- 
ed gardeners thin those vegetables 
which need spacing for proper, even 
end speedy development. They har- 
vest them when they are the right size 
for eating and before they start to 
harden and mature. They keep a 
fresh supply coming on all through 
the season by making plantings ten 
days to two weeks apart right up to 
the Ist of July.

In another U. K. test a 
steam crane turned the ‘Reliance” 
over several times while afloat. The 


boat shipped about 40 gallons of water 
Which ran out immediately. Further 
tests established that the boat would 
still be serviceable even if damaged in 
launching or after shrinkage caused 
by tropical conditions. A feature of 
the boats construction are buoyancy 
chambers, housing hermetically sealed 
air tanks. The “Reliance” has an en- 
gine but can be rowed or sailed.

Every farm house can and should, ——— — 


be protected by a windbreak of trees' 
aid shrubs. A good windbreak can be 
secured if sulfictent attention 18 givel, 
A moments thought 
and last 


lo its pianning. 
will suggest that no hard 
rules can be laid down the exact 
position of the windbreak, it should 
be planned to furnish protection to the 
farmhouse and puiidings, trom 
the west. northwest and north winds. 
However, ho case com- 
pletely surround the farmstead 
cutting off views of the outside world. 
Also the windbreak should be located | 
s0 as to leave enough space within it 
for additional buildings. In general, 
roads and buildings should be at least 
30 yards from windbreaks to avoid 
snow drifts. The question has often 
been asked what area can be protect- 
ed by a break. The late Dr. 
Sauders found a shelter belt 10 feet 
high protected an area 500 feet wide.

WEEDS AND LEGUME SEED

Growers of alfalfa, Altaswede clover | 
and Alsike clover can earn large div- 
idends by spending considerable time 
in their fields at this time of year ac- 
cording to officials of the Field Crops 
Branch of the Department of Agricult- 
ure. Weeds and other plants the 
seeds of which cannot be cleaned out 
of the crop after it is threshed may be 
hand-pulled at this time. The pre- 
sence of these seeds in the legume) 
crop will greatly reduce the value so | 
it will even pay to hire extra help for | 
this work.
